The Wisconsin member represented 


the first district. He 
entered 
the 


house with the 53rd congress in 1893. 
For one term,' his service was broken 
He was defeated for re-election to the 
66th congress, because he voted against 
entering the World war, along, with 
50 others. 


/-,Throughout ;his career he .was an 


^ar,dent supporter of the alte Senator 
Robert M.' 'LaFollefte' of Wisconsin. 
In 1923 the LaFollette group delayed 
three days the election of Federick 
H. Gillett of Massachusetts as speaker 
by urging the selection'of Cooper, 


At the 1924 Republican convention 


in Cleveland he sponsored 
several 


planks of the LaFollette group for the 
party platform. Later he aided La- 
Follette in his presidential campaign. 


Cooper was with Theodore Roose- 


velt in Milwaukee in 1912 when an 
attempt was made to assassinate the 
former president, then 
running for 


another term.,

LITTLE ROCK.—The rush through 


which legislatures always struggle in 
the closing days of the session has 
started in the forty-ninth general as- 
sembly. 


With only a little more than a week 


and a half of the session remaining, 
both senate and house have calendars 
that appear as towering mountains to 
the members who have important bills 
they want passed. 


Each house has received more than 


500 proposed legislative acts during the 
seven weeks of the session, altogeth- 
er more than 1,000 bills, and a com- 
paratively small number have been 
acted upon in both houses. 


When Governor Parnell left his of- 


fice to spend the week end at his 
farm at Dermott, he had put his sig- 
nature on a total of 71 measures. 
None has been vetoed. 


Frequent night sessions of both 


houses are expected during the re- 
mainder of "the session. The house 
has been holding two a week for the 
past two weeks and the senate started 
in during the past week. 


The past week saw one of the most 


acrid debates of the session in the 
house over a state highway audit bill, 
long a subject of controversy. It was 
passed despite protestafations of op- 
ponents that it would provide only "a 
white wash" audit of the department. 
The senate passed a similar measure, 
although different in the most disput- 
ed point, the appropriation to provide 
the work. 


The house appropriation is $50,000, 


and opponents of the bill charged 
this could furnish no comprehensive 
audit of'the highway department. The 
senate measure has a $100.000 appro- 
priation. Neither the house nor sen- 
ate bill has been acted upon by the 
other branch. 


Other important features of the leg- 


islature's work the past week includ- 
ed the signing by Governor Parnell 
of a. bill, increasing the gasoline tax 
from five to six cents a gallon, and a 
bill to reduce the residence require- 
ments for divorces from one year to 
90 days. 


The latter was conceded to be a bid. 


foe the quick', divorce business that 
now goes to Reno, Nevada which has 
virtually .the same law. 


The Arkansas law was said to be 


designed primarily toattract non-res- 
idents to Hot Springs to getlheir di- 
vorces. 


The long familiar question of legal- 


izing pari-mutual betting on races so 
that Hot Springs could revive "the 
sport of kings" there came up in the 
house and by an overwhelming vote 
the bill was tabled. 


Though the end of the session is not 


far off, racing enthusiasts are said to 
be still hopeful of getting through a 
racing bill. None is pending now. 


State-wide Sunday baseball also was' 


frowned upon by the senate which 
defeated a bill to permit any city or 
town in the state to vote on the ques- 
tion. Soon after it was killed, how- 
ever, the author, Senator Wahlquist, 
introduced a new one. 


This week, the last full week of 


the session, is expected to bring de- 
finite action on school revenue legis- 
lation, which State Superintendent of 
Schools Hirst informed the legislators 
the past week was essential to save 
many schools from closing. 
' 


The joint legislative banking and 


insurance 
investigating 
committee, 


which for several weeks has been in- 
quiring into the contributing causes 
of the recent numerous financial col- 
lapses in the state, is expected to re- 
port on its work this week. 


The purpose in appointing the com- 


mittee was to gain from its investi- 
gation facts that would serve as a 
guide in framing remedial banking 
and insurance legislation. The com- 
mittee has completed its inquiry. 


The senate with quick decision late 


in the week passed two bills each to 
raise the millagc tax, one to provide 
an old ago pension and the other to 
support 
Henderson State Teachers 


College. A bill similar to the latter 
has been defeated in the house. Both 
seante measures could not be enacted 
into law because they would raise the 
millage beyond the limit fixed by fee 
constitution. It now remains a ques- 
tion as to which if either of the sen. 
ate bills will be passed by the hjojuae.
